CHICAGO, Jnly S.— The second day of 


the convention opened bright and cool 
•Kith a continuance of the refreshing 
breeze which has made the work by day 
endurable and enabled delegates to sleep 
at night. Ideal weather has prevailed 
emce the advance guards arrived lost 
•week. The crowds down town and about 
the convention ball showed no diminu- 
tion today but were less demonstrative 
than before. 


The personal element surrounding the 


candidates has given place to a tense feel, 
ing over the issue between the gold and 
•ilver forces as it neared the culminating 
point. Moreover there appears to be a 
lack of that personal magnetism among 
ttie candidates which inspires convention 
crowds to genuine enthusiasm. 
The 


Ebouters seemed to rest content with the 
showing already made, and are allowing 
the workers to settle down to serious bus- 
iness. 


The crowds began moving towards the 


collieum early, as the time of meeting 
was ten and yesterday's experience 
•warned the people to be in time. _ Ser- 
gcnt-*t-Arms Martin has been one of the 
most abased men in Chicago since the 
wiH rash at the opening yesterday. Re- 
ports are current that he will be super- 
ceded when the permanent organization 
is perfected. 


There has been a prospect also of a 


conp-d'main by the silver forces in throw- 
log open the doors of the convention to 
tbe public. This had been seriously dis- 
cussed at the meeting of the rules com- 
mittee, when it was pointed out last night 
that hundreds of seats in the rear main 
floor and galleries were unoccupied yes- 
terday although the silver leaders hod 
striven valiantly to seetare a quota of 
tickets commensurate with their strength 
In the eonvention. 


' 
The committee appointed Senator St. 


Cloir to confer with chairman Harrity 
early this morning and the threat was 
made that if a liberal distribution of 
tickets did not follow the doors of the 
hall would be thrown open to all Demo- 
crats. 


It was arranged that after the introduc- 


tion of permanent Chairman Stephen 
White of California, the first business 
•would be action upon the report of the 
cred ntial committee, embracing the bit- 
ter contest over the Michigan delegation, 
then the platform, next speeches placing 
the candidates in nomination and finally 
the balloting. 


The choice of Senator White as perma- 


nent chairman gave general satisfaction, 
even the gold men conceding his fitness 
OB presiding officer. 


It was early understood that the report 


on the Michigan case was to be the signal 
for opening the conflict. There were two 
reports ready the issues of which involved 
intense personal feeling in which charges 
were made that federal offices had been 
bartered in order to control the Michigan 
ctite convention. So great was the feel- 
ing over the Michigan affair that it was 
thought itwO'H cowd other busincs) 
*nto the latter part of tbe day. It was 
Also regarded by many as furnishing an 
•pportunlty for tbe gold men to leave tbe 
convention on tbe ground that the silver 
fores were riding over them rough shod. 


The contest over the platform also 


promised another heated debate. Several 
personal elements had been interjected 
into the platform question, among them 
the declaration against the issuing of 
bonds in a time of peace and the arrange- 
ment for selling bonds to foreign pur- 
chasers. The personal reflections of this 
ivere so apparent as to amount to an 
.•Intuit to the friends of the administra- 
*ion, which it would be natural to expect 
•would be resented in the convention. 


• With these contests in view the leaders 
felt much doubt as to whether the ballot- 
Ing would begin today, although it was 
thought this morning there was a slight 
prospect that some of the nominating 
speeches wgald.be made tbis evening. 


Talk of a bolt was renewed as a result 


of the meeting of prominent New York 
men last night. Thin bad brought out 
expression* from Ex-Gov. Flower and Mr. 
Coudert to the effect (bat the time for 
decisive action -was at band. E*-Secre- 
tary Whitney advised caution and urged 
that no decisive action be taken until the 
delegates had opportunity to confer with 
their constituents. What the final deter- 
mination will be la still open to conjecture 
and much will depend upon the manner 
in which the Michigan contests are con- 
ducted and the platform adopted. 


Temporary Chairman Daniels called the 


convention to order at 10.44, directed the 
aisles cleared and called for the report of 
tne credentials committee. Meanwhile 
the committee were having a lively meet- 
ing in the committee rooms and there 
was every prospect of an exceedingly 
lively fight. Pending the action of the 
committee the convention took a recess 
of five minutes to listen to a speech from 
Governor Hogg of Texas. 


The Texas Governor denounced pro- 


tection, accused the Republican party of 
various kinds of things and urged that all 
sores in the Democratic party be healed 
after the convention, an intimation of 
war and wounds that was suggestive. 
Blackburn Hill and Altgeld were all 
loudly called for. Blackburn finally took 
the platform amid great cheering. 


Blackburn said that the majority of 


the American people were looking to 
this convention to right sheir wrongs. He 
said that the platform should be such 
that no human or devilish ingenuity 
could construe its financial plank to mean 
but one thing, the unlimited freejcoinags 
of gold and silver without discrimination. 
His eloquent speech was concluded amid 
great cheering and loud calls for Hill. A 
motion was made to adjourn but was de. 
defeatd •while loud cries for Hill contin- 
ued. At this point the greatest confusion 
prevailed. Hill was not in the ball and 
the playing of the band wae drowned by 
calls lor different favorites. 


George Fred Williams of Massachusetts, 


was invited to the platform and spoke for 
a few minutes. He claimed that this is 
not a sectional contest, but that it is a 
battle to restore the union of the states- 
He received great applause and shook 
hands with chairman Daniels as he re- 
tired. 
Altgeld was loudly called for but at first 
declined to respond. He finally appeared 
upon the platform and was given a noisy 
reception. 
He made a characteristic 


speech representing the farmer as suffer- 
from the gold standard and referred to 
the gold Democrats as wanting to put 
halters upon Americans in favor of 
English moneylenders. He was loudly 
applauded. 


Soon after the conclusion of Williams' 


speech the committee on credentials made 
a partial report. The report was in favor 
of six delegates in each territory, and 
that with the exception of Nebraska and 
Michigan the roll be accepted. "The 
Nebraska gold delegates being unseated 
retired from the floor and took their seats 
among the spectators. 


The committee on credentials again 


withdrew to complete Its report and at 
1.36 the convention amid great confusion 
and excitement adjourned until five 
o'clock this afternoon. 


The Pacific railroad plank offered by 


Senator White has been adopted by the 
resolutions committee. 


The South Carolina delegation an- 


nounces it will vote for Teller. 


Ex Gov. Flower of iNew York «ays the 


delegates from that state favor bolting 
but action will be determined by tbe pro- 
ceedings today. He thinks a now party 
will be formed. 


During the recess tbe platform com- 


mittee adopted the platform in its entire- 
ty as published in the morning papers.

LONDON, July S. The visiting mem- 


bers of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery company of Massachusetts returned 
from the artillery company dinner early 
this morning. Tbe Earl of Donbigh and 
Captains Ray and Hayward in full uni- 
from arrived at the hotel Cecil at 9 o'clock 
and the Salem cadet band reached there 
at 9.30. They paraded in the court room 
and the honorable artillery company 
band played theStar Spangled Banner. 


The brilliant uniforms of tbe artillery 


men and the general surroundings pre- 
sented a very striking scene. Large crowds 
of people gathered in the neighborhood 
and the greatest interest was manifested 
in the visitors. With a mass of flags car- 
ried unfurled in their center the artillery 
men then started in company formation 
four abreast headed by both bands for 
Waterloo railroad station. 


Tbe route to tbe station was densely 


lined with spectators who uncovered 
when the American flags passed. They 
reached Waterloo station at about 10 and 
started for Windsor at 10.30. They trav- 
elled in a newly built corridor train. They 
reached Windsor at 11 and were received 
by the mayor and corporation who pre- 
sented an address of welcome which Col- 
onel Walker briefly acknowledged. 


The Colonel thanked the Mayor heartily 


for their cordial reception and then the 
company reformed and marched through 
the crowded and gaily beflaged streets to 
Windsor Castle where guards at the en- 
trance saluted Colonel Walker and his 
officers. 


At one o'clock punctually, the Queen 


dressed in black and carrying a black sun 
shade arrived in her carriage drawn by 
two grey horses and preceded by an out 
rider. Tbe Princess Frederica was seated 
in the carriage. When tbe royal carriage 
reached the saluting point the Ancients 
presented sabres and the Queen bowed. 


The United States Embassador bare 


headed advanced aud bowed to her 
Majesty. Mrs. Bayard, Earl of Denbigh, 
and Col. Walker followed his example 
and her Majesty cordially welcomed each 
of them. 


The Queen addressed Colonel Walker as 


follows: "I hope you had a pleasant voy- 
age and I n-,n glad to see you here.', 


Col. Walker merely bowed in reply. 


The quccii drove away amid ringing 
cheers from the Bostonians who later 
were entertained at a sumptuous lunch in 
tbe royal orangery.

HE CONFESSES HIS GUILT. 


How the Vaunt Man Conducted His Crim- 


inal Operations and How He Was De- 
tected. Chief Kendall's Work, Must 


Answer to the Government. 


Alfred Qelinas, 19, employed since Sep- 


tember, 1895, as general delivery and 
stamp clerk at the post office, was arrested 
ftt 10 o'clock this morning by Chief Ken- 
flail, charged -with the larceny of stamps 
from the office. 


When tbe young man was palled Into 


the presence of Chief Kendall in Post- 
master L-yon's private office the color left 
his face instantly, and when the chief 
•poke the guilty clerk nearly fainted. 
Aft»r he was safely lodged in a steel cell 
at the police station he broke down and 
confessed his wrong doing in full to Mr. 
Lyons and Chief Kendall. He said he had 
been stealing stamps 
out of 
the 


safe and selling them at the window in 
place of the regular supply for some 
time past, and that his thefts would 
amount to about (500. 


The discrepancy in the accounts at the 


office had been noMeed for some time, and 
t deliberate, but very .quiet, investigation 
was in progress. Qelinas was allowed 
about $90 worth of stamps for the window 
daily, and, as it has transpired, he had 
been stealing sheets <ST stamps from the 
safe and disposing of them when oppor- 
tunities were offered. 


Several sheets were marked with a pen- 


cil line across the back and put with the 
safe. 
This morning Gelinas' private 


drawer was opened and some of the 
marked sheets were found, and his arrest 
followed. He returned from his vacation 
Monday, having been to Bridgewater and 
and Canada. 
He received a salary of 


$10 a week, but managed to buy a 
bicycle this summer, hire horses, pur- 
chase three suits of clothes and find the 
means for enjoying an expensive vacation 
trip. A post office inspector was sent 
from Boston this morning to investigate 
tfce case, but Chief Kendall stole a march 
on him. The chief hoi had the case in 
band for about a week and he managed 
it with skill.

It may be truthfully said that in rela- 


tion to tbe electric road extension fever 
Brlggsville is in a comatose condition. 
The fever raged for a time, long enough 
to have all the people in Briggsville 
stricken with the prevailing contagion, 
but the epidemic of a week ago received a 
decided ched: when it made an effort to 
get a, foothold in the other section of 
Clarksburg, or that portion of the town 
above Eagle and Houghton stree*. 


The Briggsville people would, of course, 


be most directly benefited by the in- 
troduction of the electric road, yet thej 
assert in all sincerity that the Clarfcoourg 
residents would find the service raluible 
and would readily appreciate it a'ter it 
dad been finished. All Briggsville was 
ablaze with excitement and expectation 
when the project was early considered and 
an expression of gratitude was immedi- 
ately forthcoming. The question assumed 
such importance that a Special town 
meeting was talked of, with the view to 
having money, about f 1000, appropriated 
to assist in defraying tbe expense of pre- 
paring the highway for the longed-for 
track. 


The Clarksburg residents have an axe j 


which they want ground, and the nub" I 
stance of the present state of affairs i* 
that until that axe receives attention the 
Briggsville contingent will not have a 
special town meeting. 
The committee 


from Briggsvflle called upon the promi- 
nent men in Clarksburg last week, full of 
visions of co-operation and future success 
for their hopes. 
The pet scheme re- 


ceived a shock from the effects of which 
it may be some time in recovering, if 
indeed it ever assumes any similarity to 
its former rugged condition. The Clarks- 
burg representatives failed to enthuse to 
the expected degree and gave as their 
reasons that the money was needed for 
other interests which were of far more 
vital importance 
to tbe community. 


The arguments availed naught and the 
prospects for a special town meeting are 
at present flimsy. Tbe Briggsville peo- 
ple are not discouraged, however, and 
those who are In the front rank in the 
movement are as earnest as ever. 


The situation is summed up in a few 


words, according to the statement of a 
Briggsville electric road boomer of conse- 
quence. The Clarksburg people want a 
larger school house and have wanted it 
two years. The Briggsville people wanted 
a certain road built to connect the two 
settlements. Both wishes could not be 
gratified in the same year, on account of 
the expense, and neither side was willing 
to give way. The Clarksburg element de- 
feated the road scheme and the Briggs- \ 
ville people retaliated by bursting the 
school house bubble, and there the imUer 
rests. No school house ine^ns no special 
meeting for a railroadscheme. No peace- 
makers are in evidence and the muddle 
is causing a growing ill feeling between 
the two villages.

A .ong interview was had with Mr* Sher- 
yood in charge of the mission and Mr.

She had known Him for thirteen 
o: fourteen years. Mrs. Sherwood is an 
estimable New England woman, a sister

Connecticut. 


Accusations of neglect are now made 


against Mr. Allen and insinuations that 
should be proven or retracted. We do not 
S,iy that he is blameless. We do not know 
^\ hether he is or not. 
But we do say that 


simple justice demands n suspension of 
Judgment until the investigation asked 
for by him has been made. We believe 
this is the spirit of the worthy elements 
o! this community. 


FOR YOUR COMFORT AND THE DOGS. 


Woods 
furthermore

though he has questioned many physi- 
cians on the subject he has not yet found 
one who has ' ever seen hydrophobia 
either in man or animal. 


"At the Philadelphia dog pound, where, 


on an average, over six thousand (BOOO) 
vagrant dogs are taken up annually, and 
and where the catchers and keepers are 
frequently bitten while handling them, 
not one case of hydrophobia has occurred 
during its entire history of twenty-five 
years, in which time about 150,000 dogs 
were handled. 


"The well-known specialist, Dr. Edward 


C. Spit?ka, professor of medical jurispru- 
dence and of the anatomy and physiology 
of the nervous system in the New York 
post graduate school of medicine, and 
preside at of the New York neurological so- 
ciety, writes: 'Much of the observation of 
suspicious dogs is made through optics 
disturbed by fear, and by persons incom- 
petent to interpret what they see.' 'Not- 
withstanding every effort,' he continues, 
'made l>y the writer to secure the observa- 
tion of rabies in man or dog, not a single 
opportunity has offered itself during the 
last eight years' (the period of nis observa- 
tion). 


"The record of tbe London hospital a 


few years ago showed 266S persons bitten 
by angry dogs. None of them developed 
hydrophobia. St. George's hospital, Lon- 
don, records 4000 patients bitten by dogs 
supposed to have been mad. No cafce 
of hydrophobia. 


"In the record of all the diseases which 


have occurred at the Pennsylvania hospi- 
tal in n hundred and forty years only two 
cases which were supposed to be hydro- 
phobia have occurred. One of these how- 
ever, tue only one submitted to bacterio- 
logical test, did not confirm the diagnosis 
"hydrophobia," and the municipal au- 
thorities refused to accept the death as 
one from that disease. 


"Finally, Dr. Charles W. Dulles, lect- 


urer on the history of medicine at the 
University of Pennsylvania, who bos had 
the honor of being repeatedly appointed 
by the medical societies of the state to in- 
vestigate rabies, and has read various 
papers on the subject before the American 
medical association, the college of physL 
cians of Philadelphia, the Philadelphia 
county medical society, the medical so- 
ciety cif Pennsylvania, the medico-legal 
society of Now York, and has corres- 
ponded on the subject with most of the 
distinguished medical men of Europe, a 
physician familiar both with, the literature 
of rabies, the history of Pasteur and the 
institutions called by his name, and who 
in addition has performed tbe almost in- 
credible tank of investigating, either per- 
sonally or by correspondence with the 
physic ittn or others in attendance, every 
case reported iu the newspapers of the 
United States for the past sixteen years, 
shows that hydrophobia is extremely rare, 
so much so that he inclines to the view 
that 'there is no such specific malady,' 
having 'after sixteen years of investiga- 
tion failed to find a single case on record 
that can be conclusively proved to have 
resulted from the bite of a dog or any 
other cause.'" 


In view of the many noble and excep- 


tionally fine dogs that grace this com- 
munity, and in view of the importance of 
the subject, we have felt it to be only an 
act of justice to our friends in whatever 
walk of life they may be, whether the 
two legged or the four, to (rive the above 
testimony. We have much more equally 
as strong in the same direction. We hope 
it may tend to establish a deserved con. 
fldence without carelessness in our worthy 
and devoted companions.

Each solcgjnly swears it was a 
horizontal blank cloud that moved through 
tl>(' city with a 'twisting motion, like a 
screw, fnstor than any railroad train that 
ever ran. 
Preceding the black cloud waa 


a dense yellow cloud that looked ai though 
its interior -was a mass of flames. From 
out of this cloud shot long flery arms In 
every direction, and wherever one ot these 
arms struck (ioinetbuig went ta pieces. 


TKch compares the cloud to a big ser- 


pent that wriggled along up in the air »nd 
thrust out a multif ovked tongue, as though 
in an per. 


Shortly before tho fltorm broke Hnppert 


went up on the roof and came back with 
tlie information that there was a tornado 
In eight. Kust followed him and came 
back with ii confirmation of the report, and 
then the twn barbers went out and saw 
the grand marshaling of the storm in the 
western skins. When the rain began, they 
came down into the shop, and the last they 
saw as they were cuming through the scut- 
tle was tin- advance guard of the tornado 
aa it eamo in from the southwest. 


The barber shop is at tbo southeast cor- 


ner of tho building, and all around it are 
little window*, round, like the portholes 
in a ship. 
The liarbers stood at the south 


windows and watchi^ tho tornado from 
the time it appeared rtwny off to the south' 
west until a portion, of it rolled up against 
the building and mode them wish they 
were somewhere clue. Tisch says they saw 
houii's and business blocks go down liefore 
it, their view of the destruction it was 
\vreakingbeing mmle plain by the yellow 
cloud of lire that preceded the storm proper. 
He is sure it rrobsed the river some dis- 
tance below Parkiiveniie,*.vitched around 
when it got nearly to the Illinois shore, and 
started directly up the stream. In this he 
is borne out by tho statements of. the oth- 
ers who wero waU-hing'it. 


Just as they were p-ttlng ready to 


move around to the east windijws, in order 
to observe the passing of the storm np tho 
river, a giiht nf wind and rain that shook 
the building came along, and they vrero iu 
tho midst of the storm. 
When next they 


saw tlie river und the city l>elow, the storm 
had passed und the rain was falling 
straight down. They saw dozens of wrecks 
ilouting down the stream and on the oth- 
er side save all thu steamboats blown away 
from tho harbor and piled up along tho 
biiuk. Then came the second, storm, fol 
lowed by the St Louis Wooden Gutter 
company's lire, which they saw from their 
airy observatory. It was late when they 
wont down, after three hours of uninter- 
rupted cxoitomeuf.

The Tr«e of tbe Traveler. 


Modern science is gradually disposing ot 


n Ifrrat many of tho myths with which 
travelers have delighted to regale spell- 
bound audiences. A particularly enter- 
taining story hits been told of a trcu be- 
longing to the sumo order &» the banana. 
It is called the traveler's tree, because of 
tho large quantity of water said to lie 
stored in tho sheaths of tlie laaf stalks, 
Sensational accounts ore given of travelers 
who have for days eonght water and who, 
nt the sight of one of These trees, began to 
weep and shout by turns, then to run, with 
wliut lit tie strength they liava, to the plant, 
grasp a slall; ami fill themselves with the 
life giving liquid. These stories are all 
very well, with n good many grains of salt. 
There are trees of this kind, and. there Is 
water in tho leaf stalks, but {he plants 
grow In regions where it rains a greater 
part of the time, so that there is no diffi- 
culty in getting water whenever It Is de- 
sired. 
Besides, the trees aro extremely 


tall, and tlie leaves ara at the very top. It 
would therefore be iieacssary for the per- 
son to climb to the top in order to get nt 
the 1cm es at all. 
This wonld be a serious 


undertaking for a- man at death's door 
from thirst. 


The trees, however, are •useful to the 


natives and are much employed for various 
purposes. The bark is flattened and makes 
very good floors. Tho leaves are made into 
drinking vessels, plates and other utensils. 
They are worked into mats and are nscd 
as thatching and walls on fho huts. It is 
interesting to follow these wild and vi- 
sionary shirlps to thblr source, when It is 
almost tirvvnvs found that, although there 
ia a shadow of truth in them, there !• 
nothing spcclitHy remarkable They aro 
merely useful things, valuable in certain 
line*, but wholly destitute of the marvel- 
ous qualities attributed to them.—Now 
York Ledger.

PT. ALLEN SPEAKS. 


In Reply to the Criticism of 


. the Lodging House Man- 


agement. 


CLEAR AND CAXD1D STATEMENT. 


The Facts In the Case of the Man Who 


Died Saturday Fully Set Forth. 


Various Other Matters Also Ex- 
plained. Investigation Invited. 


EDITOR TRAXSCEIPT: 


At tbe request of som < of the men on 


:he board of management of the lodging 
house, who know the facts in the case, I 
uake this written statement, asking that 
you publish the same over my name. 


On June 11 the man who wi.s taken 


from the lodging house last week to the 
hospital and then died, came to me giving 
the name of Procter and saying he had 
employment in the Sampson shoe shop, 
but, not having any money or friends he 
desired to live at the lodging house until 
such time as he should receive his pay. 
After the lapse of two weeks I discovered 
that he was deceiving me, as he was not 
working at all, but lying in order to live 
at the lodging house without working for 
his keeping. 
When detected in the 


cheat he wept and showed euch contri- 
tion that I gave him another chance, this 
time believing he wss to go to work in 
Cady's shoe t hop. 


Two days after thh Proctor was too bick 


to leave his bed. I telephoned to Mr. 
Bond the city almoner who instructed me 
to call in Dr. Geo. L. Rice, which I did. I 
met the doctor at the sick man's bed side, 
1 think three times at least. The last 
time I oo met him, the doctor thought j 
Proctor was improving and would be | 
about in a day or two. 
Beside leaving j 


medicine he ordered malted milk or boil- | 
ed milk. Not having the former, we gave ' 
Mr. Procter boiled milk, but whatever we j 
gave him he would not cat. i last saw 
i 


Procter July 1 just before taking the o p. 
m. train out of the city. 
I talked and 


prayed with him itnd left him in good 
spirits. 
! 


When Proctor was first taken sick and j 


placed in the hands of the city physician 
the police visited the lodging house and 
had a talk with Proctor, telling him when 
leaving that they would inform 
his 


people and see that he was sent to bis 
home. (This is what Proctor told me, us 
well as some of the men at the lodging 
house.; Because of what the police told 
him, Proctor would not give me his true 
name, nor would he tell mo of his home 
or hie people. He did not want to be 
sent to the hospital, as he was expecting 
to be sent home any day. 


Proctor had very little clothing when 


he came to the lodging house, and, hav- 
ing nothing at the lodging house to give j 
him, I helped him out with.some of my 
own wearing apparel, beside giving him 
fl.20incash for shaving, laundry, repairing 
hissboes, for tobacco, etc., which he asked 
me to loan him while he pretended to be 
working in the shoe shop. As we have 
no funds for such purposes, this came out 
of my pocket, and had I seen any need of 
it I should have helped him farther, al- 
though these continual drafts on my in- 
come I can ill afford. 


And this leads me to say a word or two 


in response to some 
published state- 


ments, 
I am sure their authors with 


many others, have a wrong understanding 
as to the lodging house and the money 
raised for the same. The money is' paid 
out by the treasurer, V. A. Whitaker, 
only on order of the executive committee' 
and they are authorized to draw orders on 
the treasurer for rent, light, and fuel and 
my personal salary only. So if any money 
is spent for charity in any case I must put 
my hand in my own pocket or depend oil 
voluntary contribution), as I solicit no | 
tunds front any one. That is attended to j 
by the committee. 


Previous to the 1st of April this was 


otherwise. Last fall and winter I had 
occasion to spend quite a sum of money, 
and from all sources I received the sum of 
*33.75 for charity. What was spent more 
than this came out of my family. Besides, 
Mrs, Allen has always cheerfully con- 
tributed of her own as well as our child- 
ren's clothing to help many who come to 
us in need. 


As to delicacies sent to the lodging 


hon&e: All donations received are re- 
corded in a book kept for that purpose, 
and the dispatcher of the game is also re. 
corded. If any one has any doubt as to 
what was done with these donations they 
can inform themselves by consulting aaid 
book. With two exceptions only, nothing 
sent to the lodging house ever found its 
way into my family. Once we did use 
HOinethinK sent from St. John's church, 
and then with the knowledge of Rev. J- 
C. Tebbetts and the board of managers. 
The other was four or five pounds of but- 
ter which came to my house by mistake 
and was used before I discovered it. How- 
ever, I paid into the lodging house «c- 


i count the value in cash. 


Lastly as to leaving the place for days 


at a time without competent care. Only 
for one day previous to July 1 has 
this been true. Either Mrs. Allen or 
myself have been on hand. 
In the past 


nine months previous to July 1,1 was out 
of the city only six nights, and then 
with the consent of the committee. 


Now, Mr. Editor, I hope you will not 


overlook the fact that several" of our city 
physicians, especially, Drs. Rice, M. M. 
Brown and Riely, have been particularly 
kind to the sick wanderers during the 
past winter, treating some seventeen such 
free of charge and some of whom were 
apparently suffering more than the poor 
unfortunate Proctor, 


Nothing would please me more than to 


hava a most thorough investigation of 
tbe conduct of the lodging house. All 
books, accounts, etc., personal and other' 
wise, are at the disposal of any person or 
persons who may bo named for this duty.

Selection of Senator Onnlel for Temporary 


Chairmen— Bom* Disorder and Several 


Araulmc 
Incident*— Flrtt 
Teet 


Tote of Free Silver's Strength. 


Chicago, July 8.— The first day's 


session of the national democratic con- 
vention was called to order ia the big 
auditorium by Chairman Harrity ut 
13:50 p. m. with a gavel made from 
timber taken from old Fort Dearborn. 
The hall was densely packed and the 
scenes incident to the opening of a 
national convention were not lacking. 
Rev. 
Ernest M. Stires of Grace Episco- 


pal church offered prayer, the dele- 
gates standing 
throughout. 
The 


prayer was concluded at 12:57, and 
after the reading of the call by the 
secretary of the national committee, 
Chairman Harrity announced the com- 
mittee's selection of Senator Hill of 
New York for temporary chairman. 
The announcement was received with 
cheers from the gold men. The silver 
men kept quiet until the applause was 
over, and then Mr. Clayton of Alabama 
presented a minority report proposing 
Senator Daniel of Virginia for tempo- 
rary chairman. 
Mr. Clayton's motion 


for the adoption the minorioty report 
was seconded by Mr. Thomas of Colo- 
rado 
Mr. Clayton demanded a vote 


by states. There was renewed cheer- 
ing at the mention of Senator Daniel's 
name, this time from the silver men. 


Considerable Dlaorder. 


Mr. McDermott of New Jersey was 


then recognized and took the platform 
to make a speech m favor of Senator 
Hill. He alluded to the 
Senator's 


motto, "lama democrat," and urged 
that he be retained as temporary 
chairman, in the interest of justice to 
traditions and party harmony. He 
was followed by ex-Gov. Thomas M. 
Waller of Connecticut, who spoke in a 
similar strain. Mr. Waller suggested 
as a solution of the difficulty the elec- 
tion of Senator Hill as 
temporary 


chairman and Senator Daniel as per- 
manent chairman. 
During his speech 


there was much disorder, the silver- 
ites interrupting him at every oppor- 
tunity with derisive 
remarks. He 


reached a climax at one point, and 
said: "Will you then turn him down?" 
"Wu will," answered 
a 
chorus of 


voices. "Very well," he shouted defi- 
antly, "turn him down, and we will 
fight you here and elsewhere." This 
was met with a storm of hisses, and 
one of the silver men shouted, "One 
vote for McKinley. " He finished with 
en appeal to the majority not to use 
brute force. 


Mutton Howled Down. 


Mr. Waller was followed by Charles 


Thomas of Colorado, who spoke in 
favor of 
Senator Daniel. Charles 


Waller of Alabama followed in support 
of Senator Daniel. Mr. Tarpie of Cali- 
fornia also spoke for Senator Daniel, 
endeavoring to explain tho action of 
the minority of the commttee. Col. 
Fellows of New York was the next 
speaker. 
He made an eloquent appeal 


for careful consideration of '.the ques- 
tion. He was listened to by all in 
ailence, but with evident respect. 
He 


said that if precedent was voted down 
it would be following in the footsteps 
of republicans. 
After Col. Fellows 


sat down Judge Marston of Louisiana 
appeared. 
"It is not that we love Hill 


less*but democracy more," he began, 
and then he said something that of- 
f endi d the audience and It was a long 
time before he could proceed. While 
tho audience howled he drank water. 
Three times in a minute he drained 
full glasses. 
Wild shrieks of laughter 


swept across the hall as he took up 
the glass for the fourth time. The 
wearied audience was relieving it* 
foelings. 
Chairman Harrity 
inter- 


posed with a warning and endeavored 
to secure a hearing for|the Louisiana 
man. 
"Take another drink !" yelled 


tho crowd. 
"Don't take any more 


water; a democrat never takes water !" 
This and other cries rose fnm all 
around as he endeavored to speak. 
Alter much disorder he yielded and 
descended from the platform amid de- 
risive cheers. 
0UMB 
Debute Cloud. 


The other speakers were Hon. John 


W. Duncan of Texas, C. J. Ladd of 
Illinois and Hon. J, W. St. Clair of 
West Virginia. 
They all spoke for 


the minority report, but each speaker 
hnd a word of praise for Senator Hill. 
Then Chairman Harrity said unless the 
majority of the convention shall other- 
wise instruct, the chair will direct a 
cr 11 of the roll immediately after the 
n<*xt speaker had closed. It was for 
t ic delegates to decide. This declara- 
t JQ apparently met the unanimous 
approval of the convention, and the 
chairman added that recognizing this 
to be the sentiment of the convention 
hu would again recognize Mr. Clayton 
of Alabama to close the debate. Mr. 
Clayton promised at the outset that he 
would not offend the majority by 
threats nor amuse others by drinking 
too much ice water. This allnsion to 
the Louisiana gentleman was received 
with laughter, and, having put the 
delegates in good humor, Mr. Clayton 
proceeded to proclaim himself as the 
friend of David B. Hill now as he had 
been four years ago, but he said the 
majority of the democrat* were en- 
titled to rule, and that in selecting 
Senator Daniel for temporary chair- 
man the convention was violating 
no tradition. 


The Roll Cnll. 


Chairman Harrity then put the ques- 


tion, which was the adoption of the 
minority report-, and then ordered the 
roll of states to be called. The roll 
call was then proceeded with, and pro- 
gressed without special incident till 
Illinois 
was reached. Then cheers 


greeted the announcement of 4S votes 
aye. 
When Iowa was reached the vote 


us announced, 28 ayes, was challenged 
and a roll call of the delegation de- 
manded. The result was IB .ayes and 
" nays. Chairman Harrity stated that, 
:ta the delegation had been instructed 
to act as a unit, the vote would be re- 
corded as 26 ayes. The vote of Ken- 
tucky was also challenged on the 
ground that the delegation had been 
instructed to vote as a unit, and the 
chairman repeated his ruling that un- 
der the unit rule the whole delegation 


must be recorded aa 26 ayes. 


HtU Did Mot Tote, 


The chairman of the Michigan dele- 


gation announced that a poll of the 
delegation stood 13 ayes to 14 noes, 
but under the unit rule he had pleasure 
in casting the whole Z6 votes for David 
B. Hill.

Twelve votes wer* kneoked off from 
the territories and Senetor Hill did not 
vote. 
A Greet Dtteoutrntlon. 


The chair added: "The motion of* 


fered by the gentleman from Alabama 
substituting H. J. W. Daniel of Vir- 
ginia for temporary chairman is adopt- 
ed," and there was a considerable 
manifestation of applause. The chair 
then appointed Senator Jones' of Ar- 
kansas, Hon. E. P. Keating of Nevada 
and Senator White of California a com- 
mittee to escort Senator Daniel to the 
chair, The greatest demonstration of 
the day up to this time occurred when 
Senator Daniel came forward.

gates stood up in their chairs and 
yelled with might and main, waving 
canes, handkerchiefs and flags. The 
band aided the enthusiasm by starting 
up a patriotic air and the delegates 
stamped, clapped and cheered with a 
vociferousness that threatened

Senator Dnnlel's Remarks. 


Mr. Daniel brought down the conven- 


tion on taking the chairman's gavel by 
saying no convention had ever been 
presided over with more dignity and 
ability and fairness than had been 
shown by Mr. Harrity, and he only 
hoped that he might be able to dis- 
charge the duties conferred upon him 
with some approach to that degree 
of ability. He disclaimed the slight- 
est intention on the part of the conven- 
tion of casting reflections on the dis- 
tinguished New York democrat. There 
waa nothing personal" in his (Daniel's) 
selection. He reminded the eastern 
democrats that the silver men had 
cheerfully supported Seymour, Tilden, 
Hancock and twice Orover Cleveland 
and had borne with their compromise 
platforms and repeated promise of bi- 
metallism.
